Investigation: 

On Sunday, October 08, 2017, at about 1100 hours, the San Fernando Police Department 
Communication Center received a 9-1-1 call regarding a domestic violence in progress at L 
Harding Avenue # Officers from the San Fernando Police Department were dispatched to the 
location and upon arrival, the Officers could hear a female yelling for help but were unable to make 
entry into the apartment because the door was locked from inside The Officers forced entry into the 
apartment and were confronted by a male with a knife. The Officers used pepper spray in an effort to 
control the male; however, the pepper spray was ineffective and an officer involved shooting 
occurred. The male was transported to Providence Holy Cross Hospital and was pronounced 
deceased at approximately 1200 hours.

Detectives were assigned the responsibility of documenting the crime scene. 
Detectives noted upon their arrival that the apartment complex was secured by yellow 
crime scene tape and uniformed San Fernando Police Department officers. A crime 
scene log had been initiated documenting all persons entering the crime scene. The 
weather was warm with clear skies. 

The shooting incident occurred inside apartment unit Unit is on * he third 

floor. Detectives noted unit #^i was also secured by additional uniformed San 
Fernando Police officers and yellow crime scene tape.

SCENE 

Harding Avenue is orientate d at a 45 degree angle to north. For the purposes of this 
report, when one enters unit the west wal1 ' s directly in front of you and the north 
wall is to your right. 

The apartm ent complex where this incident occurred is known as the | 

| The building is four stories tall and is new construction. The apartment 
complex has an entry foyer with elevators. The vehicle parking for the complex is on 
the bottom floor and is a ccess ed throug h a rollin g electric gate on the south side of the 
building. Apartment unit |HI overlooks Avenue. 

The area surro unding t he consists of mostly single-story single¬ 
family houses. | | Avenue is a paved roadway with concrete curbs and concrete 

sidewalks on both sides of the street, with room for curbside parking on both sides. 

From the outside, apartment unit Us front door (Photographic Evidence item #B) 
is hinged on the right side. The door is made of solid core construction. The door 
frame is made of steel. There are two peeps holes, one above the other, in the front 
door. San Fernando Police officers placed decals over each peep hole. The peep 
holes were also covered from the inside with waded up pieces of white tissue 
(Photographic Evidence item The front door was heavily damaged and there 

were numerous pieces of broken wood splinters on the floor. The steel door frame was 
not damaged at all. 
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At the floor of the front door, in the hallway, detectives observed a black police ramming 
tool (Photographic Evidence item #A). A black canvas bag that is used to store and 
carr y the ramming tool was observed in the hallway, on the floor in front of apartment 
unit 

The apartment unit was well-lit, although no lights were on upon detectives’ arrival. A 
ceiling fan in the living room was operating upon detectives' arrival. 

As one enters the unit, one enters the kitchen area consisting of a sink, oven and 
refrigerator on the left. There is a tall kitchen table with three tall kitchen chairs directly 
in front of the front door. 


Detectives noted that directly at the threshold of the front door, just inside the wall to the 
left as one enters, was the front door’s broken locking mechanism (Evidence item #1). 
The door locking mechanism consisting of the door knob and deadbolt was a single 
unit. The locking mechanism had been broken away from the door during the process 
of the door being forced open. Detectives saw that a length of flat black nylon webbing 
had been wrapped around the interior deadbolt switch and door knob in an effort to 
keep the deadbolt from being unlocked from the outside with a key. 

Detectives noted that on the floor at the front door’s threshold just inside the unit was a 
key ring containing two keys and a key fob (Evidence item #2). Detectives learned 
later the keys belonged to the | | complex’s manager, | 


Six spent shell casings were discovered inside the apartment. Four spent shell casings 
were recovered from the kitchen floor (Evidence items #3, #4, #5, and #6). Two spent 
shell casings were recovered from the kitchen floor, near the kitchen table, (Evidence 
items #7 and #9). One spent shell casing was recovered from the bedroom floor 
(Evidence item #11). 

Detectives recovered a San Fernando Police Department Taser (Evidence item #8) 
from the kitchen floor, under the kitchen table. __ 

As one moves further into the unit, one enters the living room. The living room has a 
sectional couch on the north wall and a small entertainment table on the south wall with 
a flat screen television atop the entertainment table. 

To the right of the entertainment table, on the south wall, is a wooden sliding pocket 
door that leads to the bedroom. Detectives noted a bullet entry strike to the front of the 
sliding door (Photographic Evidence item #PT-C, entry) and an exit hole to the back 
of the sliding door (Photographic Evidence item #PT-C, exit). 

Detectives noted that the living room entertainment table had a bullet strike on the top of 
the table, right side edge (Photographic Evidence item #PT-B, entry). 
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There is sliding glass door with plastic vertical blinds on the west wall of the living room 
that opens to a small balcony that overlooks Harding Avenue. The vertical blinds were 
closed upon detectives’ arrival. On the south wall of the living room in the corner next to 
the sliding glass door was a tall curio cabinet. 

Detectives noted the flat-screen television atop the living room entertainment table had 
a bullet strike (Photographic Evidence item #PT-A) across the top edge of the flat 
screen. There were several pieces of broken plastic from the television on the living 
room floor. 

The bedroom is on the south side of the unit. A queen size bed was against the south 
wall. Detectives recovered a spent bullet (Evidence item #13) from under the bed. 

There is a window on the west wall of the bedroom that overlooks Harding Avenue. To 
the left of the window is a five-drawer dresser. There was a make-up table under the 
window and a small side table to the right of the window. Detectives observed a bullet 
strike (Photographic Evidence item #PT-F) to the right of the small side table and to 
the right of a power outlet. 

At the foot of the bed on the floor detectives observed numerous blood drops 
(Photographic Evidence item #D). In the area of the blood drops on the floor, 
detectives recovered a bloody blue shirt (Evidence item #12) that had been cut 
apparently by paramedics. To the east of the blood drops, on the bedroom floor near 
the east wall, detectives observed a Defibrillator Kit (Photographic Evidence item #C). 

On the bedroom floor, in the northeast corner against the east wall, detectives 
recovered a large kitchen knife (Evidence item #10). 

Against the north wall of the bedroom to the west of the sliding bedroom door, 
detectives observed two stacked plastic bins. Detectives observed an entry bullet hole 
(Photographic Evidence item #PT-D) to the upper plastic bin, on the east side of the 
bin. Detectives recovered a spent bullet (Evidence item #14) from inside the top 
plastic bin, 

Atop the plastic bin was a flat-screen television. Detectives observed an entry bullet 
hole (Photographic Evidence item #PT-E) at the rear of the television. There was a 
corresponding bullet exit hole (Photographic Evidence item #PT-E) on the front of the 
television. 

The apartment unit's bathroom is accessed by a short hallway on the east wall of the 
bedroom. There was nothing of note in the bathroom. 

Detectives contacted the Harding Avenue apartment complex manager, 

| downloaded video surveillance footage from the apartment 
complex’s video surveillance system onto a thumb-drive. Detectives viewed the video 
surveillance camera footage. Two cameras in the hallway were directed towards unit 
entry door and captured portions of the shooting incident.

Evidence item #2 (Keys with key fob) to the apartment manager, 

Detectives released Photographic Evidence items #A (Ram and ram case) and #C

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PRELIMINARY INVESTIGATION : 

On October 12, 2017, Sergeants and were detailed 

to respond to | | Harding Avenue, in the city of San Fernando, to i nvestigate the 
circumstances surrounding the officer involved shooting of Suspect 
MH, The shooting occurred inside Apartment °f Ffl Harding Avenue, 

in the city of San Fernando. The apartment complex is also referred to as the “Harding 
Apartments.’* Investigators and were assigned to assist with 

the investigation. 


Upon their arrival, investigators were briefed by San Fernando Police Department 
Officer #10281, Unit 1L25 / Dayshift, regarding the chain of events that culminated 
in the officer involved shooting. Officer H stated officers responded to the location 
regarding a radio call of a domestic violence in progress. Officers contacted the 
manager, who identified himself as the informant on the call and 

he escorted the officers to apartment HI- Officers knocked on the door and Suspect 
refused to open the door. Suspect was agitated and told the 

officers to leave. Fearing for the safety of the female resident, officers attempted to gain 
entry by using a master key provided by the manager. Officers were unsuccessful with 
the key as it appeared Suspect had manipulated the locking device. 


Officers used a battering ram to force entry into the apartment. Once inside, officers 
saw Suspect holding a large kitchen knife. Suspect refused 

to comply with commands to drop the knife and an officer involved shooting occurred. 

Los Angeles City Fire, Rescue 91, under the direction of Captain responded, 
provided treatment to Suspect at the scene for multiple gunshot wounds 

and transported him to Providence Holy Cross Medical Center. Suspect 
was pronounced deceased by Doctor on October 8, 2017, at 1159 hours. 


The suspect’s girlfriend, Victim 


was transported to San Fernando 
Police Station pending an interview with Homicide Bureau i nvestigators. Witnesses

Suspect B M started talking to himself stating he was going to shoot this 
person, that person, stab this person. Suspect | (also stated he was going 

to kill all of Victim | | family and then his family. Victim | | told 

investigators he has been making those threats for the last t hree months. Victim 
| stated she was frustrated and tired of hearing Suspect 
that way so she told him, "Why don’t you do it," and started to walk toward the bathroom 
to take a shower. 

Suspect blocked her path and intentionally bumped her with his stomach 

and chest. Suspect said, “Get the fuck out of here, get the fuck out of my 

way, and if you don’t bitch, I'm going to do something to you.” Victim | | said, “No 

you are not, because you never had.” Victim | | told Suspect | | she 

was going to call the cops. Suspect |a got mad and put on a shirt and a pair 

of shoes as if he was getting ready to leave. Suspect then grabbed her 

hair with his right hand and began shaking her head. Victim screamed in pain 

and yelled, "Somebody help me, somebody help me, somebody call 911.” Her yelling 
for help made Suspect BIBIK “ more mad,’’ and he said, "Nobody is going to hear 
you, nobody is going to hear you.” 

Suspect dragged her to the bathroom, threw her into the bathroom, and 

closed the door. Victim | | got undressed and started to take a shower. While in 

the shower, she heard banging and thought it was Suspect She came 

out of the shower prior to finishing and as she opened the bathroom door, she could 
hear the police officers radios. As Victim | | exited the bathroom door, she saw 

three flashes and heard three gunshots. Victim saw Suspect 

lying on his back on the ground holding the left side of his chest with one hand. She 
could hear Suspect B^H^Bmoaning-and groaning. 

Initially officers told her to go back into the bathroom, but she did not lis ten, so th ey had 
her come out of the bedroom and escorted her to the hallway. Victim |B^I stated 
the officers were obvious police officers because of their uniforms, badges, and 
holsters.

length with a brown handle and a silver blade.

Officer Simonzad was being represented by 
Attorney from the Law Offices of Stone Busailah, LLP, who 

previously notified investigators that due to fatigue, Officer Simonzad requested the 
interview be postponed until he was better rested. Officer Simonzad agreed to conduct 
a round count. The round count was audio recorded, and the following is a summary: 

Officer Simonzad confirmed he was still dressed the same" as he was at the time of the 
incident. Officer Simonzad was wearing a blue uniform shirt with white and blue San 
Fernando Police Department patches on both shoulders, a metal badge on his left 
chest, and a name tag on his right pocket. He was wearing blue pants, black boots, and 
a gun belt. Officer Simonzad stated his gun belt consisted of key holder, ammo pouch 
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with extra mags on his left side, weapon on his right side, and two handcuff cases to the 
rear. 

Officer Simonzad stated his firearm was a Department issued Glock 21, .45 caliber, and 
was in the same condition as it was at the conclusion of the shooting. 

Sergeant Boskovich asked Officer Simonzad to remove his firearm from his holster and 
render it safe. Sergeant examined Officer Simonzad’s duty weapon and saw it 

was a Glock, Model 21, with a TLR-1 Streamlight tactical light, serial #XHF649 
(Evidence Held Item #MB-3). The handgun was loaded with eleven rounds in the 
magazine and one round in the chamber for a total of twelve rounds. 

At approximately 2122 hours, the round count was concluded.

Suspect | | was living at her residence but she had him move out 

because he was causing a lot of problems. stated Suspect had 

been diagnosed with bi-polar disorder and wasn’t taking his medication. As a r esult of 
not taking his medication, Suspect ■■ would get violent and mean. Suspect 
never physically assaulted or his sisters, but he did threaten to kill his 

sisters. 

| stated Suspect | ■ enlisted in the Army when he was seventeen years 
old and was deployed in Germany. | | was unaware of any issues while he 

was enlisted, however after he got out he would get angry and felt he had been 
wronged. 

| stated about three years ago, officers from San Fernando Police 
Department had to escort Suspect | ■ from her residence. t0,c * 

investigators she never saw Suspect display anger toward the police. 
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was unaware of any history of drug abuse, except she believed Suspect 
smoked marijuana. 


Sergeant notified of the domestic violence incident between 

Suspect and Victim and the subsequent officer involved shooting by 

South Gate Police Department officers. 


At approximately 2235 hours, the conversation ended. 


VIDEO SURVEILLANCE : 

On October 9, 2017, Sergeants | | and | | reviewed the video surveillance 

obtained from Officer | | cellphone, Witness | | cellphone, and the 

| surveillance system. 

The video from Officer | | cellphone and Witness | | cellphone were 

from similar perspectives because Witness | | was holding both cellphones 

while recording the incident. Neither video captured Suspect inside the 

apartment. 

Investigators reviewed the recording on Officer cellphone labeled 

20171008J111502.MP4 and noted the video did not have a timestamp. The length of 
the video was two minutes and seventeen seconds. The video started with Officer 
| hitting the door to apartment #^| with a ramming device and ended after 
Victim HI exited the apartment. 


The video captured a male voice yelling, “Get out of here,” "Get the fuck out, going to kill 
my ass.” The male voice also can be heard saying, "Mother fucking assholes, assholes, 
fuck you.” The video captured Officer |H spraying a burst of OC spray into a hole in 
the door caused by the ramming device and Sergeant Ventimiglia kicking the door 
inward. The video captured Sergeant Ventimiglia entering the apartment followed by 
Officer Simonzad, Officer and Officer Pak. 


As the officers enter, a male voice can be heard saying, “Let me see your hands,” and 
another male voice can be heard saying, “He’s got a knife.” A third male can be heard 
yelling, “Shoot me.” The video captured the sound of approximately five gunshots 
followed by a male voice moaning and screaming. The video captured Officer | 
broadcasting “shots fired" on his handheld radio. Officer then directed Officer 
| to request an ambulance and retrieve a defibrillator. 
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The video captured Victim | | exiting the residence and telling Witness | 

that Albert was getting crazy. Victim told Witness "He grabbed my 

hair and said, ‘Get away from me bitch. Get away from me.’” The video ended after she 
made those statements to Witness | 

investigators reviewed the cellphone video received from Witness and noted 

two separate files. The recording labeled 20171008_110817.MP4 did not have a 
timestamp and was approximately one minute and four seconds in length. The video 
started with Officers Simonzad, and Sergeant Ventimiglia in the hallway 

near apartment #301. The video captured a male voice, presumably Suspect | 
saying, “Kick it in, be ready to die you son of a bitch." Officer attempted to unlock 
the door but was unsuccessful. The video ended as Witness left to retrieve a 

second master key. 

Investigators reviewed the recording labeled 20171008_111437.MP4 and noted the 
video did not have a timestamp and was approximately three minutes and thirty eight 
seconds in length. The video was similar to the video retrieved from Officer Simonzad’s 
cellphone, however the video started moments before Officer Simonzad hands his 
phone to Witness and ended after Victim and Witness | 

move into the third floor lobby area. 

Investigators reviewed the surveillance video obtained from the | 
surveillance system and noted ten separate files. There were two different channels 
that captured the incident. One channel was labeled Channel 19 and the other was 
labeled Channel 23. All ten videos were timestamped, with the most relevant videos 
being Channel19_20171008111400 and Channel23_20171008111347. 

Channel 19 captured three separate angles with one angle facing west toward the front 
door of apartment Channel 23 captured three separate angles with one angle 

capturing the third floor lobby and one angle facing north capturing th e north /south 
hallway to the east of apartment Neither channel captured Suspect inside 

his apartment. 

The following is a brief timeline of events captured by the surveillance videos: 

11:13:58 - Officers arrive on the floor with the manager 
11:14:04 - Officers begin knocking on the door 
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11:15:17- Officer kicks the door 
11:16:10 - Stickers are placed over the two peep holes 
11:16:53-Officer attempts to unlock the door 
11:18:27 - Officers enter the apartment to the north 
11:18:53 - Officer-kicks door again 
11:20:42 - Additional officers arrive 
11:21:24 - Officer begins to hit door with ramming device 
11:21:51 - Officer sprays OC through the hole in the door 
11:21:55 - Sergeant kicks door and all officers enter 
11:22:05 - Officer appears to be broadcasting on radio 
11:22:44 - Victim exits the apartment in a towel 

Based on the above, it appeared the officers attempted to gain entry into the apartment 
for approximately eight minutes. During that time, officers knocked on the door, kicked 
the door, and used a ramming device on the door. Once the door was forced open, it 
appeared the officer involved shooting occurred in less than ten seconds. 

On October 10, 2017, at approximately 1127 hours, Sergeant received an 

email from San Fernando Police Department Detective conta ining a video 

file. The email indicated the video was received from who lived on 

^across the street from the apartments. 

Sergeants and reviewed the video file and noted the video was 

approximately 5 minutes and 11 seconds. The perspective was from the west side of 
| facing east. Loud banging can be heard followed by a male voice 
saying, “They are in.” Moments later a volley of gunshots could be heard. A copy of the 
video was placed on a computer disc and was placed in the investigative file. 
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INTERVIEW WITH SERGEANT VENTIMIGLIA : 

On October 10, 2017, at approximately 1227 hours, Sergeants and 

conducted an interview with Sergeant Ventimiglia, #10202, inside an interview 
room at San Fernando Police Station. Sergeant Ventimiglia was being represented by 
Attorney ^ rom the Law Offices of Stone Busailah, LLP. The 

interview was audio recorded and a transcript of the recording will be made a 
permanent part of the file. 

During the interview, Sergeant Ventimiglia stated on October 8, 2017, he was assigned 
as the watch commander and heard a radio call of a domestic violence in progress. 
Based on the nature of the call, Sergeant Ventimiglia responded to H Harding Avenue 
to assist the handling units. After arriving to the location in his black and white SUV, he 
learned from the apartment manager there was a female heard screaming for help 
inside apartment IP Sergeant Ventimiglia, Officer Officer Simonzad, and 
Officer were escorted to apartment >y the manager. 

As officers attempted to make contact with the occupants inside, Sergeant Ventimiglia 
stated he could hear a male on the inside cursing profanities and threatening the 
officers if they came inside. Sergeant Ventimiglia did not hear a female's voice, but 
confirmed with the manager that a female was heard screaming inside prior to their 
arrival. Fearing for the safety of the female, Sergeant Ventimiglia directed Deputy 
, to use a ramming device to gain entry into the apartment. 

After entry was made into the apartment, Sergeant Ventimiglia saw Suspect 

holding a large knife in his right hand. Sergeant Ventimiglia and other officers 
gave Suspect commands to drop the knife, but he did not comply. 

Sergeant Ventimiglia saw Suspect start to move in his direction, at that 

time fearing for his life and the safety of the other officers, Sergeant Vent imiglia fired 
three shots from his Department issued firear m at Suspect Sergeant 

Ventimiglia believed his rounds struck Suspect | | causi ng him to fall to the 

ground. Sergeant Ventimiglia estimated his distance from Suspect at the 

time of the shooting was approximately ten to twelve feet. 

Sergeant Ventimiglia saw a female exit the bathroom and ordered her t o be escorte d 
out of the apartment as they waited for paramedics to arrive. Suspect |^H|a 
was subsequently transported to the hospital. 

At approximately 1326 hours, the interview was concluded. 
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INTERVIEW WITH OFFICER PAK : 

On October 10, 2017, at approximately 1333 hours, Sergeants and 

conducted an interview with Officer Pak, #10206, inside an interview 

San Fernando Police Station. Officer Pak was being represented by Attorney 

| from the Law Offices of Stone Busailah, LLP. The interview was audio 
recorded and a transcript of the recording will be made a permanent part of the file. 

During the interview, Officer Pak stated on October 8, 2017, he was working an 
overtime detail at the swap meet with Officer Their call sign was 1X1 and the 

shift was between 0900 hours and 1500 hours. Officer Pak stated he was wearing a 
modified uniform consisting of a short sleeve polo style shirt with the Police 
Departments emblem, shorts, and a gun belt. Officer Pak stated he was not wearing a 
protective ballistic vest as part of his uniform. 

Officer Pak stated he heard a radio call of a 273,5 in progress. After hearing officers 
broadcast the suspect was not opening the door and was not being cooperative, 
Officers Pak and decided to respond. 

Officer Pak stated it only took one to two minutes to arrive at the location. Officer Pak 
stated they parked on Harding Avenue, north of the patrol vehicles, facing south. 

Officer Pak stated prior to their arrival, Sergeant Ventimiglia asked them to bring up the 
breaching tools from the watch commander’s vehicle. Upon their arrival, Officer 

_,Went to retrieve the breaching tools as Officer Pak attempted to gain entry into 

the apartment complex. Officers Pak and were able to gain entry into the 

apartment building and went up to the third floor. 

Officer Pak stated he stood to the rear of the other officers and could hear a male 
inside, but could not make out what was being said. After Officer was unsuccessful 
trying to unlock the door with the key, Officer grabbed the battering ram and 

began to hit the door. Officer Pak stated he could hear the male screaming from inside 
the apartment. Officer Pak stated Officer was able to break the lock on the 

door which left two big holes. Officer grabbed his pepper spray and sprayed it into 
the holes. Officer Pak heard the suspect get more irritated. 

Officer Pak saw Sergeant Ventigmigtia kick the door and enter the apartment, followed 
by Officer Simonzad, and then either Officer or Officer Pak was third. Officer 

Pak went to the right of Officer Simonzad and he heard Officer Simonzad yell out 
“knife.” 
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Officer Pak stated he had a clear view of the suspect and could see him holding a big 
kitchen knife in his right hand with the blade protruding from the top of his hand. Officer 
Pak described the knife as being 8-10“ long and 3-4” wide. Officer Pak stated the 
suspect was standing near the large doorway between the living room and bedroom. 
The suspect had an aggressive demeanor and started to advance toward them. 

Based on the close proximity, within ten feet, and the suspect's actions, Officer Pak 
feared for the safety of his fellow officers and fired one round at the suspect. After 
Officer Pak fired the one round, he saw the suspect fall to the ground. Officer Pak 
heard other officers shoot but was not sure which officers also fired. 


Officer Pak approached the suspect and saw the knife was on the floor about two feet 
northeast of the suspect’s hand. Officer Pak saw a female in a towel exit the bathroom 
and get escorted out of the apartment. Officer Pak continued to monitor the suspect's 
actions while waiting for paramedics to arrive. Once paramedics arrived, Officer Pak 
left the apartment. 

At approximately 1410 hours, the interview was concluded. 


INTERVIEW WITH OFFICER SIMONZAD: 


On October 10, 2017, at approximately 1418 hours, Sergeants and | 

conducted an interview with Officer Simonzad, #10337, inside an interview room 

at San Fernando Police Station. Officer Simonzad was being represented by Attorney 
from the Law Offices of Stone Busailah, LLP. The interview was 
audio recorded and a transcript of the recording will be made a permanent part of the 


file. 


During the interview, Officer Simonzad stated on October 8, 2017, he was working, Unit 
1L22, and was assigned the handle on a domestic violence in progress call at H 
Harding Avenue, apartment #■. Officer Simonzad parked his patrol vehicle south of 
the apartment complex and walked up to the front door as Officers ■ and 
also arrived. Officer Simonzad told investigators they met with the apartment manager 
who briefed them about what was happening inside apartment and escorted them 
to the apartment, Officer Simonzad noticed the manager seemed distraught and 
frightened for the safety of the female inside the apartment. 

Officer Simonzad knocked on the door and announced San Fernando Police 
Department. Officer Simonzad could hear a male in the apartment yelling, "You're 
gonna have to fucking kill me, I’m gonna take you down,” Officer Simonzad tried to get 
the male to open the door by saying, “We're here to help, we’re not here to hurt you, just 
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open the door so we could talk." Officer Simonzad stated the male refused to open the 
door and continued to curse at them. Officer Simonzad told investigators he was 
concerned for the safety of the female and because he could not hear her voice, they 
decided they needed to make entry. 

Sergeant Ventimiglia directed Officer to use a ramming device to gain entry 

into the apartment. After entry was made into the apartment, Officer Simonzad saw 
Suspect I^^^^^Hholding a large knife in his right hand so he yelled, “Knife, knife, 
knife.” Officer Simonzad and other officers gave Suspect | | command s to 

drop the knife, but he did not comply. Officer Simonzad saw Suspect ■Htum 
toward them. Fearing for his safety and the safety of the other officers, Officer 
Simonzad fired one to two rounds at Suspect Officer Simonzad 

estimated his distance from Suspect at the time of the shooting was 

approximately five to seven feet. 

Officer Simonzad saw the suspect fall to the ground and heard a female screaming. 
The female was escorted outside the apartments by other officers as Officer Simo nzad 
focused on Suspect | |. Officer Simonzad noticed Suspect | | was 

breathing so he monitored Suspect breathing until Fire arrived and 

began to treat him. Suspect was subsequently transported to the hospital. 


At approximately 1451 hours, the interview was concluded. 


INTERVIEW WITH OFFICER 


On October 10, 2017, at approximately 1514 hours, Sergeants andi 

conducted an interview with Officer #10402, inside an interview room 

at San Fernando Police Station. Officer ■ | was being represented by Attorney 
Bfrom the Law Offices of Stone Busailah, LLP. The interview was 
audio recorded and the following is a summary of the interview: 


Officer stated on October 8, 2017, he was working o vertime a t the swap meet 

with Officer Pak from 0900 hours to 1500 hours, Officer heard units get 

dispatched to ■ Harding Avenue regarding a 273.5 in progress. Officer 
understood that call to be a felony domestic battery in progress. Officer heard 

officers broadcast the suspect was not cooperating and would not open the door. 
Officer told Officer Pak he did not have a good feeling a bout the s ituation and 

they chose to leave the swap meet detail and respond. Officer stated they 

were close to the apartments and were only about one minute away. 
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As they arrived at the location, Sergeant Ventimiglia requested over the radio they bring 
the breaching tools up. Officer ^^^B retrieved the backpack containing the ram from 
Sergeant Ventimiglia's vehicle and met Officer Pak at the apartment entrance door. 
They made entry into the building and took the stairs up to the third floor. As they 
entered the hallway, Officer ^HB saw officers to the left. 

Officer told investigators, he heard Officer Officer Simonzad, and 

Sergeant Ventimiglia pleading with the male to open the door so they could tal k. Officer 
heard a male voice say, ‘"'Fuck you guys, you can’t come in.” Officer 
stated he was briefed by Sergeant Ventimiglia about the status. Officer asked 

Sergeant Ventimiglia if he wanted him to use the ram to try and open the door. 
Sergeant Ventimiglia said, “Yes, we need to breach it." 

Officer ^^^B stated after Officer ^B was unsuccessful at unlocking the door, he 
prepared to use the ram. Before striking the door, the manager asked if he could record 
the use of the ram because the subject would be liable for any damage. Officer 
^B^B handed the manager his cellphone and asked him to record the incident with 
his camera too. 

Officer ^^^B stated he used the ram, described as a metal cylinder device with a 
handle weighing approximately 10-20 pounds, to hit the door about 4 or 5 times until the 
deadbolt popped off causing a hole in the do or. Officer ■ utilized his pepper spray 
and sprayed it into the hole. Officer heard a male cough and heard footsteps 

away from the door. Officer threw the ram down and transitioned to his 

firearm. Sergeant Ventimiglia kicked the door open and went inside. Officer | 
stated he walked into the apartment and went to the left. Once inside, he saw the 
suspect standing in the door frame between the living room and bedroom. The suspect 
was approximately ten to twelve feet away from him. The suspect was holding a large 
metal knife, later described as 14” long and sharp, in his right hand. The suspect’s arm 
was pulled back as if he was going to throw the knife at them. 

Officer and Sergeant Ventimiglia told the suspect to “Drop the knife.” Officer 

^^B stated the lighting conditions were dim but behind the suspect it was bright. 
The suspect appeared mad and was shouting in an irate voice. Believing the suspect 
was going to throw the knife at him or Sergeant Ventimiglia, Officer 
transitioned his finger from the slide to the trigger. Fearing for their safety, he began to 
pull the trigger. Suddenly he saw the back of another officer’s head come in front of his 
sight picture and released the trigger as to not shoot one of the ot her office rs. Officer' 
| heard four to five gunshots coming from his right. Officer ^^^B heard one 
of the other officers broadcast shots fired. 

{iio\ 
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Officer ^^^B approached the suspect and saw blood oozing out the right side of his 
chest. Officer noticed the knife had landed about three to five feet east of his 

head. Officer |^BBI heard Officer tell Officer ^^^B to go get the defibrillator 
and heard Sergeant Ventimiglia request the fire department to respond. 

Officer saw a female in a blue towel exit the bathroom and come toward Hie 

officers, Officer ^|^B escorted the female out of the bedroom into the hallway. 
Officer | | saw the manager and retrieved his cellphone from him. Officer 

| told the manager and the female to wait by the elevators. Officer |^^^B saw 
Los Angeles City Fire arrive and directed them to the apartment. Officer |^^B stated 
LA City Fire rendered aid and then transported the suspect to the hospital. Officer 
| stated at the hospital, he observed four gunshot wounds between the 
suspect’s chest and navel. 

Officer ^^^B stated he watched the video that was on his cellphone, but his 
recollection of the incident was from memory and not from what he saw on the video. 
Per his department policy, he downloaded the video onto a disc and gave it to Detective 
Bureau Lieutenant | 

At approximately 1556 hours, the interview was ended. 

INTERVIEW WITH OFFICER I^B 

On October 10, 2017, at approximately 1607 hours, Sergeants |^HB anc * I 
conducted an interview with Officer #10281. inside an interview room at San 

Fernando Police Station. Officer ■ was being represented by Attorney 
^B from the Law Offices of Stone Busailah, LLP. The interview was audio recorded 
and the following is a summary of the interview: 

Officer stated on October 8, 2017, he was working 1L25 from 0545 hours to 1800 
hours. On that date, Officer was wearing a blue uniform with San Fernando 
patches on the left and right arm, a metal badge over his left breast) a name plate over 
his right chest, blue pants, black boots and a nylon gun belt with a drop down holster. 
On his gun belt, Officer had two magazines, his cellphone, two cuff cases, a 
collapsible asp, a radio holder with radio, and a keyring with a hobble attached. Officer 
| had pepper spray and a small knife attached to his drop down holster. Officer | 
stated he was carrying a .45 caliber, department issued Glock handgun. 


Q\ 
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Officer ^B stated he was working a one person unit and was assigned as the backing 
unit on a 273.5 in progress at ■ Harding Avenue, apartment and Officer 

Simonzad was the handling unit. The call stated the R IP (reporting party) heard a 
female yelling for help. The R/P was the manager and knew the male had PTSD. 

Officer | B drove to the location from the north in tandem with Officer ( and 

parked north of the apartment complex on Officer ^B noticed Officer 

| arrived at the location from the south and the three of them approached the 
front door on foot. As they walked up to the door, Officer ^B noticed Sergeant 
Ventimiglia park in front of the apartment complex and walk up to them. 

Officer BB stated they all gathered at the door and met the manager. The manager 
stated there was domestic violence occurring upstairs in #^| The manager stated he 
heard a female yell for help and knocked on the door. The male would not open the 
door so he called the police. Manager stated he was extremely concerned for the 
safety of the female. 


Officer ^B stated they went upstairs and the manager directed them to the left. Officer 
HI stated they approached apartment #H and he helped Officer Simonzad knock on 
the door. Officer ^B stated the male on the inside refused to open the door and yelled 
“Go fuck off.” Officer ^B and Officer Simonzad continued to knock on the door and 
identify themselves as San Fernando Police Department. The male said, "Go fuck off, 
you’re not coming inside." Officer ^B heard another officer tell the male they were 
going to break down the door. The suspect said, “Do whatever the fuck you want, you 
are not coming in.” 

Officer ^B heard Sergeant Ventimiglia request the X-ray unit, Officers and 

Pak to respond. Officer ^B heard on the radio they were already there and Sergeant 
Ventimiglia asked them to bring the ram. 

Officer ^B stated the manager handed him a key to unlock the door. Officer ^B 
attempted to unlock the door, but noticed there was resistance while turning the key and 
he was unable to open the door. Officer H believed the male was on the other side 
holding the lock. Officer |H covered the peepholes on the door with stickers and 
another officer tried to unlock the door. Officer ^B stated the manager brought a 
second key, but they were still unable to open the door. Officer ^B heard the male 
say, “You are not coming in, come and get me.” Officer ^B stated one key partially 
snapped in the top lock. 
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Prior to Officer ramming the door, Officer stated the manager confirmed 

there was a female inside yelling for help. Sergeant Ventimiglia directed Officer 
| to ram the door. Officer H stated the manager asked to record the incident 
with his cellphone at which time Officer handed his cellphone to the manager 

and asked him to record it as well. Officer H stated he took two photographs of the 
closed door from his cellphone. 

Officer [^^H began to ram the door and Officer stated the suspect continued to 
yell and shout. Officer saw the door opened slightly about an inch and a half. 
Officer could still hear the male was close to the door, so he deployed a three 
second burst from his pepper spray through the opening in the door. Officer heard 
the male scream and the voice moved away from the door. 

Sergeant Ventimiglia kicked the door wide open and Officer followed Officer 
Simonzad, Sergeant Ventimiglia, Officer ^HH and Officer Pak into the apartment. 
Officer followed Officer Officer stated the bedroom had natural light 

coming from the window, but the living room was dark due to the sliding door and blinds 
being closed. The suspect was standing in the doorway between the living room and 
the bedroom. Officer shifted to the right of the officers but his visibility of the 
suspect was limited and he.could only see the suspect’s shoulders and head. 

Officer heard Sergeant Ventimiglia yell out "He has a knife," and heard other 
officers’ say, “Drop the knife.” Officer heard additional commands to drop the knife 
then heard two to three shots coming from the officers in front of him. Officer heard 
the suspect collapse to the ground, Officer Hi approached with the other officers and 
saw the suspect lying on his back in the bedroom. Officer HI saw a knife less than 
two to three feet on the floor above the suspect's head. The knife was near the wall and 
the dresser. 

Officer heard multiple officers attempt to broadcast over the radio that shots were 
fired. Officer Yoo announced he would be the primary on the radio and walked outside 
the front door to notify dispatch. Officer HI saw a female with wet hair covered in a 
green towel exit the apartment. The female was asking what happened. Officer 
escorted the female to the benches by the elevator.

INTERVIEW WITH OFFICER 


On October 10, 2017, at approximately 1726 hours, Sergeants | |and| 

conducted an interview with Officer HU ■ #10387, inside an interview room at 
San Fernando Police Station. Officer H I was bein 9 represented by Attorney 
I from the Law Offices of Stone Busailah, LLP. The interview was 
audio recorded and the following is a summary of the interview: 


Officer stated on October 8, 2017, he was working 1L21. On that date, Officer 

1 was wearing a police uniform described as a blue uniform shirt with San 
Fernando Police patches on each shoulder, a metal badge over his left breast, a name 
plate over his right chest, blue pants, black boots and a gun belt. Officer 
stated on his gun belt he had a pouch with gloves, gun, two cuff cases, expandable 
baton, radio, hobble, keys, magazine, and OC spray. 


Officer stated he was driving around on the north side of the city when he 

heard a call of a domestic violence in progress at H Harding Avenue, apartment #|H 
Officer added himself to the call and responded to the location. Officer 

H stated he followed Officer south on Harding Avenue and parked behind 
him. Officer saw Officer Simonzad arrive from the south and the three of them 

walked up to the front entrance. They met the manager at the front door of the 
apartment building and the manager told the group, he heard yelling in the apartment, 
the person was a war veteran with PTSD and he attempted to contact the male but was 
unsuccessful. 


Officer stated they went up to the third floor and to the apartment. Officer 

Simonzad knocked on the door and said, “Hey open the door." Officer heard 

the male on the inside start screaming, “Fuck you, if you come in, I'm going to kill you.” 
Officer Simonzad announced it was the police. The male continued to shout, “Fuck you, 
if you come in I'm going to hurt you, I'm going to kill you," Officer stated the 

only voice he could hear was a^piale which caused concern because there was 
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supposed to be a female inside. Officer did not know if the female needed 

medical attention or was already dead, so they attempted to make entry to check on her 
welfare. 

Officer stated the manager came with keys, handed them t o anothe r officer, 

and the officer tried to open the door but was unsuccessful. Officer stated it 

appeared someone on the inside was turning the lock back to secure it after the key 
was turned. 

Sergeant Ventimiglia requested over the radio for Officers and Pak to respond. 

They radioed they were already at the location. Sergea nt Ventim iglia requested they 
bring the ram up to them. Officer stated Officers and Pak arrived with 

ram. 

At some point, Sergeant Ven timiglia a sked if anyone had any tape to put over the 
peepholes of the door. Officer had junior officer badge stickers t hat he ga ve to 

another officer and the stickers were placed over the peepholes. Officer also 

went onto the neighbor's balcony to gain a view into apartment' but the door and 
blinds of #^| were closed so he could not see inside. 

Officer stated other officers continued to demand the male open the door, but 

he continued to refuse. Officer stated the decision to use the ram was made 

and Officer began to ram the door until the door knob and deadbolt fell inside. 

Officer Yoo took out his pepper spray and sprayed it through the lower opening where 
the door handle was. 

Sergeant Ventimiglia kicked open the door and they all went inside. Officer 
initially saw the suspect inside the room toward the left side, but once all the other 
officers in front of him stopped, he was not able to see the suspect anymore. Officer 
stated because of the other officer's positioning he was only able to step inside 
the apartment a few feet. Officer heard someone yell, “Knife," or “He has a 

knife.” Officer stated the male sounded aggressive and seemed upset. Officer 

| heard other officers giving commands and then heard two to three gunshots 
from in front of him. Officer stated he did not shoot because the other officers 

were in front of him. Officer heard another officer broadcast shots fired. The 

suspect fell backwards and the officers approached the suspect to get the knife and 
render air. 
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Officer told Officer to get the defibrillator. Officer ran to car, 

retrieved the defibrillator and a box of gloves, and ran back upstairs. Officer | 
saw a female with a towel come out of the apartment. Officer BiHI heard a request 
for Los Angeles City Fire to respond. Officer put up crime scene tape and 

started a major incident log.

INTERVIEW WITH WITNESS

On October 10, 2017, at approximately 1817 hours, Sergeants | 
conducted an interview with Witness inside her residence, 

was audio recorded and the folfowing is a summary of the interview: 

Witness told investigators on Sunday, October 8 th , she was inside her apartment 
and heard a knock at her door. Witness answered the door and saw her 

neighbor, I^HI asked, "Do you hear that? He’s 

beating her downstairs.” Witness stated looked very concerned about 

what he heard coming from the apartment downstairs. Witness told to 

tell referring to the manager, Witness 


Witness stated told what he heard and went downstairs. 

Witness H and went out onto his patio to listen what was going on. Witness 

| stated she could hear scuffling coming from inside the apartment and could hear 
male and female voices, but the door to their apartment was closed so she could not 
hear what was being said. Witness heard aggressive pounding coming from the 
downstairs apartment and when returned, he told them that was (Suspect 
| pounding on the door telling him to get away. H told them that he heard a 
female inside screaming. Witness HH went back to her room and noticed the police 
"responded fast.” 


Witness heard loud pounding and heard the police identify themselves. The 

police were giving commands to open the door. Witness could hear Suspect 

_| tone was aggressive. Witness stated the police were there a long time 

trying to get him to open the door. Witness heard a different sound and realized 
the police were taking down the door. Witness HH stated she was standing in front 
of her apartment and turned on her phone to record the sound. Witness stated 
after the door went down, she heard scuffling and yelling, then heard four gunshots. 
Witness panicked and went back inside her apartment. Witness heard a 
man screaming and a female was yelling, "Who called the cops." Witness could 
hear the police requesting supplie^and calling for an ambulance. 
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Witness told investigators about a week prior, she was inside her apartment and 
heard aggressive pounding on door. Witness poked her head outside 

her door and asked the male (later identified to her as if he was looking for 

someone. ated he was looking for because he heard he was a nice 

guy. Witness concerned for told that was not there. 

Albert continued to bang on _ door. Witness stated she was scared for 
| and tried to call and text him but was unable to reach him. Witness told 
what happened because was very aggressive. Witness stated she 
later spoke to and I stated he figured out the male was the pe rson 

downstairs who was a war veteran with PTSD and looked lost. Witness | | told 

investigators he did not look lost to her because he was asking for but | 

had stated they were handling it. 

Witness told investigators she uploaded three video from her phone to Google 
iDrive and emailed Sergeant the link to retrieve the videos. 


At approximately 1841 hours, the interview was ended. 

On October 12, 2017, Sergeant downloaded three video files from the link. 

The video files were labeled: 1-ShotsFired.mp4, 2-AmbulanceArrives.mp4, and 3- 
CarriedOutOnStretcher.mp4. The three video files were placed on a computer disc, 
which will be placed in the investigators file. 

Sergeant reviewed the video file labeled 1-ShotsFired.mp4 and noted the 

video was approximately 6 minutes and 41 seconds. The start of video appeared to be 
taken from an outdoor balcony. In the first few seconds, a loud noise can be heard, 
followed by at least one command, “Let me see your hands.” Moments later a volley of 
gunshots can be heard, followed by a female voice (Witness in disbelief. A 

male, believed to be Suspect appears to be screaming in pain. A male voice 

(Officer is heard yelling, “I got the radio, I got the radio.” The male is then directing 
someone to go downstairs and get the ambulance and a “defib” (referring to defibrillator) 
as a female (Victim |^^Bis heard crying. 

At approximately 2:30 into the video, the perspective changed from the balcony to the 
outdoor stairwell. At approximately 5:00 into the video, an officer is seen putting up 
crime scene tape. A conversation can then be heard between Witness Witness 

1 and Witness 
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Sergeant reviewed the video file labeled 2-AmbulanceArrives.mp4 and 

noted the video was approximately 6 minutes and 40 seconds. The video started from 
a perspective that appeared to be on the outdoor stairwell. Witness ■ was 
commenting that the time was 11:25 and the ambulance finally arrived; Witness | 
can be heard narrating the arrival of the police chief and additional fire personnel. 

Sergeant reviewed the video file labeled 3-CarriedOutOnStretcher.mp4 

and noted the video was approximately 2 minutes and 37 seconds. The video started 
from a perspective that appeared to be on the outdoor stairwell. At approximately 45 
seconds into the video, Suspect is brought outside o n a gur ney. Fire personnel 

can be seen administering CPR as they escort Suspect to the ambulance. 

Witness can be heard saying the suspect was shot in the shoulder. After 

Suspect is loaded into the ambulance, the ambulance leaves south on Harding 

Avenue to west on First Street. 

AUTOPSY : 

On October 12, 2017, at 0830 hours, Sergeants an d attended the 

postmortem examination conducted on the remains of Suspect by Doctor 

H at the Los Angeles County Department of Medical Examiner / Coroner’s 
Office. District Attorney Senior Investigator, was also present. 

Suspect sustained multiple gunshot wounds. Doctor ruled the 

cause of death to be homicide due to gunshot wounds. 

For additional information regarding Doctor actions and observations, refer to 

Coroner’s Protocol, which will be obtained and made a permanent part of the 
investigative file. 

CORONER EVIDENCE : 

On October 20, 2017, Sergeants and responded to the Los A ngeles 

County Department of Medical Examiner / Coroner’s Office and retrieved Suspect 

clothing (Evidence Held Item #MB-4), a hair kit obtained from the remains of 
Suspect (Evidence Held Item #MB-5), a fingernail kit obtained from the 

remains of Suspect (Evidence Held Item #MB-6), a bloodstain card 

obtained from the remains of Suspect ^^^^H^ItFvidence Held Item #MB-7), and 
three fired bullet projectiles recovered from the remains of Suspect 
(Evidence Held Item #MB-8). The above items were booked into evidence at 
Homicide Bureau.

On Sunday, October 8, 2017, Witness stated at 11 A.M. he opened the sliding 

glass door of his apartment and heard something coming from the apartment directly 
below his apartment. Witness was familiar with the residents, Albert and 

Witness heard Albert telling to “Get over there,” and to 

“Come out." Witness | H stated it appeared | H was in distr ess. Witness 

heard scream, “Owww, you are hurting me." | |H screams then 

escalated to, "Help, help, help, help.” 

Witness stated calls for help caused him concern because he had 

never heard them talk like that before. Witness popped hishead out onto his 

balcony but could not see into apartment. Witness described the 

incident as "hair-raising" so he knocked on the manager’s door. When the manager did 
not open the door, Witness went to his neighbor, apartment.

Witness stated he went back inside his apartment and saw the police arrive 

about three to five minutes later. 
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Witness told investigators he went back to the hallway and The two 

of them walked down the outside stairs and stood on the third floor landing to listen to 
what was going on. Witness stated he heard knocki ng, and heard the officers 

calling to t0 °P en the door and come outside. Witn ess could not tell what 
| was saying but indicated whatever was happening, was not complying. At 
one point, Witness heard tell the police to go away. 

Witness went back to his apartment and saw two officers go to the back of a 
police SUV and retrieve a large nylon bag. Witness assumed there was a 

battering ram inside the bag, because after the officers brought the bag upstairs, the 
banging was much louder. Witness believed they used the device four to five 

times on the door. After the banging stopped, Witne ss M B imagined the officers ran 
in, but could not see from his apartment. Witness ^^B stated he did not hear any 
commands from the officers nor did he hear Albert's voice before hearing 3-4 gunshots.

13 it’d be closer towards the back wall of the apartment than he would be to the other side

Okay. So let me just -- so he’s in the - he’s just -- is he inside 

1 6 the doorway of that bedroom or is he in the living room still or is he in the bedroom? 

17 VENTIMIGLIA: He was coming from the bedroom into the living room. 

Okay. And when you said he's closer to - so you're talking about 

19 like the west side versus the east side. 

20 VENTIMIGLIA: That’s correct. 

So closer to the sliding glass door than the kitchen? 

22 VENTIMIGLIA: That’s correct. 

Okay. He’s got a knife in his hand and it’s very large and he 
24 starts to make a motion towards your guys’direction, 
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VENTIMIGLIA: That's correct. 


And then what happens? 


VENTIMIGLIA: At that point, 


And this point, numerous officers have already given him 
s commands to drop the knife. Any other commands -- any other commands that you 


6 gave? 

7 VENTIMIGLIA: Just - I just remember yelling drop the knife at one point and 
a then thinking I had to transition to a different weapon system than what I had in my 

9 hand. 

At this point, can you see a female? 

11 VENTIMIGLIA: No and that was also part of my concern was he’s standing there 

12 with this knife, we know that she’s in there, and, and I don't know where she is. So not 

13 only is he a threat to my -- to me and the officers coming behind me, he’s also a threat 

14 to this female victim that we still don’t know where she is and we still haven’t heard from 
is because we didn’t hear her scream at all or anything like that when we came in. 


Could you tell at this point if -- do you see any blood anywhere at 


17 this point? 


is VENTIMIGLIA: No, but I wasn't specifically fixated on that. At that point, I was 

. 19 fixated on this giant knife and the proximity we were away from him. 

And the knife that you saw, is it covered in blood? 

21 VENTIMIGLIA: Not that I could see. 

Okay. So does your - does your firearm have a light on it? 

23 VENTIMIGLIA: It does not. 

It doesn’t? 
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VENTIMIGLIA: Oh, wait, you mean a ~ 

| Like a tactical light on the front of it. 

VENTIMIGLIA: Yes, it has -- it has a light that’s like a flashlight, but it does not 
have a laser. 


No, okay. So the light -- the tactical light that is on your firearm, 
is it turned on or is it turned -- 

VENTIMIGLIA: No, it’s off. I didn’t turn it on. I-to turn it on, I have to actually 
manually reach for the top of the gun and flip a switch that’s on there. 

| Okay. And so you had enough light to where you were 
comfortable without turning the light on? 

VENTIMIGLIA: That’s correct and I also don’t think I would have had time to 
manipulate that in conjunction with what I was doing. 

| So your gun’s out, you’re pointing it, he starts to shift his body 
towards - lean forwards towards his right. Do you see him taking any steps? 

VENTIMIGLIA: 1 don’t know if he actually took a step or just - I was more fixated 
on his torso, not his feet. So he may have taken a step, he may not have. But I 
watched his body start to move forward towards us. 

Okay. From your positon how far -- what would you estimate 


your distance from him at this point? 

VENTIMIGLIA: I would say about ten feet, maybe ten to 12 feet at that point. 
And I thought to myself, we’ve been trained numerous times about the 21 -foot rule. 
We’ve gone through a whole different plethora of training on that. We’ve had training 
simulators in here that are kind of big fat simulators where there’s scenarios like that 
where If somebody pulls a knife within that distance and are able to close that distance 


24 
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i before the officer’s able to get a shot off. 

Okay. 

3 VENTIMIGLIA: So I already knew by that point that we were in trouble - 

Okay. 

5 VENTIMIGLIA: -- based on where we were, 

e Okay. And then what happens? 

7 VENTIMIGLIA: So I knew that we were within that distance and I knew that I had 

8 to immediately engage him, otherwise I was going to either put myself or one of my 

9 officers in a situation where they could be stabbed. So I was afraid that he was going 
lo to lunge towards either myself or one of the other officers there and stab us with that 
n large knife. 

12 At this moment in time, are you - do you feel like you’re the 

13 closest one to him or are the other officers closer? 

14 VENTIMIGLIA: No, I was for sure out front. I never - I never stopped my 

is forward trajection from where I was going and if this was a different circumstance where 

16 we didn’t have a female victim in there, then maybe there could have been something 

17 where we could have maybe pulled back, but because, because in my mind, we're 
is breaching the door to perform a rescue more so than anything. Because this 

19 screaming woman was in there and we haven't heard from her and if she’s injured, 

20 time’s going by, so if for some reason she’s bleeding out or she’s, you know, whatever it 

21 is, time is of the essence that we get to her as fast as possible. 

32 And you guys had already been stalled for a lengthy period of 

23 time prior to entering the door? 

24 VENTIMIGLIA: Right, yes, we were stalled for several minutes there while we 

/Os 
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1 were trying to get the door open and going through the motions that we went through to 

2 try to get it open, ultimately to end up getting the ram up there. It was several minutes 

3 that had gone by. 

4 And when you say several, how long do you think truly passed? 

5 VENTIMIGLIA: You know, it could have been three minutes, it could have been 

6 five minutes. It felt like we were outside for a really long time, so I don’t know if I can 

7 gauge accurately exactly how long. It just felt like a really long time because we had to 

8 go through all these different steps to finally get in there. 

9 Right, okay. So the threat’s there, you’re worried about 

10 everybody’s safety, what happens next? 

11 VENTIMIGLIA: That’s correct. So in order to prevent him from stabbing me or 

12 any of the other officers, I decided to introduce trauma into his body to stop his violent 

13 action, so - 

How'd you do that? 

is VENTIMIGLIA: So I utilized my Department-issued firearm to fire a volley of 

1 6 approximately three shots into his upper torso area. 

17 Okay. And were these pretty successive, like rapid, shots? 

is VENTIMIGLIA: Yes, it was one right after the other and oftentimes in our firearm 

is drills, we train two to the body, one to the head, so that's kind of a typical volley that we 

20 would - that we would use. I just -1 didn’t try to aim for a headshot in there because 

21 the backdrop is a wall in an apartment. We are three stories up and his torso was - I 

22 knew I could pretty safely hit him in the torso without any bullets going past him. 

23 Do you remember, did you get a sight picture or did you just point 

(STs 


24 and shoot? 
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1 VENTIMIGLIA: No, it was point-shooting, but I - from the distance I was from 

2 him, I was --1 could see my rounds impact. 


Okay. And so you fired three rounds. After that third round, 


4 what’d you do? 


5 VENTIMIGLIA; His body fell to the floor into the bedroom area. 

All right, let me stop you right there, 
v VENTIMIGLIA: Sure. 

As you’re shooting all three shots, is he still standing or is he 
9 starting to go down as you're continuing to shoot? 

10 VENTIMIGLIA: They were in such rapid succession of each other that he didn’t - 

11 - he didn’t fall down until after -- until after I was done. I was reassessing to see if I had 


to engage again - 


Okay. 


VENTIMIGLIA: - when he went down. I didn’t know at the time, but other 
officers had also fired. 

Okay, And so you said he said he fell back into the bedroom. 

How did he, how did his body position? 

VENTIMIGLIA: He landed on his back. His feet would have been facing towards 
the west, towards the windows and then his head would have been facing towards the 
east, towards the front door of the location. 

Okay. And what'd you guys do? 

VENTIMIGLIA: I could see where he landed that there was nothing in his hands 
anymore. His hands were open. I could see blood coming from his chest, so I knew 


24 that I had probably hit him 
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__| What side of his chest, if you know? 

VENTIMIGLIA: I believe it was his left side. 

Okay. 

VENTIMIGLIA: And so I could see from where he was that he wasn’t an 
immediate threat anymore, so I didn’t fire anymore rounds at that point. 

Okay. Did you - what’d you do with your firearm? 

VENTIMIGLIA: I -- so when I fired, I fired my rounds and when I saw him go 
down, I held my firearm in my left hand. I reached down with my right hand and I 
pressed the help button on my radio. The purpose for doing that is that indicates officer 
needs help, even though all the officers working were here then. I also knew that Chief 
H and Sergeant were in the station getting prepared -- preparing things 

for this golf tournament we had the next day. So I knew that they were here, so I 
figured our dispatchers, if there’s a major incident, will broadcast on the P.A. system 
throughout the station, you know, officer needs help at this location. So that was to get 
anybody else that was here, happened to be here, rolling if that was at all possible. So 


as soon as I hit the button, I keyed up on my radio and I said shots fired, suspect down, 
we need an R.A. 


| An R.A. means -- 
VENTIMIGLIA: Rescue ambulance. 

| Okay. And then what’d you guys do or what did you do? 
VENTIMIGLIA: So once he was down there like that, I quickly assessed that he 
didn’t have the knife in his hands anymore. I didn’t see where it went initially because I 
stopped far enough back from him where I didn’t pass through into the bedroom yet and 
1 took a quick inventory of my officers to make sure that none of them were hurt. And 
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i they were all kind of standing around me at that point. 

Then what happened? 

3 VENTIMIGLIA: A female emerged from the bathroom. She was mostly naked. 

4 I think she had a towel over her front and she was like, oh, you know, like what 

s happened. We said, ma'am, come towards us, come towards us. I had maintained my 
s position of cover on the suspect, who was down, and -- 

And when you say that, you’re describing how you -- you're 
a mimicking that you have a firearm in your hand still and you’re pointing it towards the 
9 suspect? 

10 VENTIMIGLIA: That’s correct, standing over him, far enough away where he 

n couldn’t - he couldn’t grab me at all and we called the female over to where we were 

12 and she was received by a couple of officers, but I don’t know which ones actually 

13 grabbed her and moved her out of the apartment. 

_ Okay. Then what happened? 

15 VENTIMIGLIA: She was removed and we called for the ambulance and we 

is maintained our position until the paramedics arrived. 

_ When the paramedics arrived, what’d they do? 

1 8 VENTIMIGLIA: They began chest compressions on and they worked on 

19 him until they removed him from the location. 

Okay. And then - let me back up. When the female came out of 

21 the bathroom, did you see any cuts or anything from her? 

22 VENTIMIGLIA: No, but I would never have had time to assess that. I knew -- 

: She didn’t have any open woundsr bleeding that you saw at the 


/T\ 


24 moment? 
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VENTIMIGLIA; Right, right, that! could see, no. I just saw - I couldn’t even tell 
you what she looked like. I just know that she came out, she was alive and l wanted to 
get her away from him, just in case - I didn’t see where the knife landed, but i knew it 
had to be somewhere close. So and we could see — I could see kind of under the bed 
there, I could see it wasn’t in the immediate vicinity of his left hand, but I didn’t know if it 
was like under his body or somewhere else where he could have got to it where if she 
came by, he could have maybe stabbed her. So we wanted --1 was focused on where 
he was as she came by, just in case for some reason he took a shot at her. 

Were you concerned that there might be other weapons inside 

the house? 

VENTIMIGLIA: Yes, it’s always a concern when somebody has one weapon that 
they may have others and that, you know, again, just because we hadn't seen him with 
a gun, that didn't mean he didn’t have one somewhere. 

| Okay. So you guys maintained basically a position of advantage 
covering him until paramedics arrived? 

VENTIMIGLIA: That’s correct. 

Okay. And then the paramedics arrived and you said began 

chest compressions? 

VENTIMIGLIA: Yes. 

| And then escorted him out? 

VENTIMiGLIA: Yeah, once they got enough of their personnel, they put him on 
a gurney and took him out. 

| Did they put him on a rolling gurney or on a backboard and then 

carried him? 
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1 VENTIMIGLIA: That I don’t know, i -- at that point, once they started working on 

2 him, we had - all our officers there started designating certain officers to do certain 

3 things. I designated Officer who was standing in the back, to start setting up a 

4 crime scene around the apartment right there and making sure that nobody else came 
s in and that none of the witnesses that may have been around left. 

6 Did you ever see where this knife went? 

? VENTIMIGLIA: Yes, when the paramedics came in there and they started 

e working on him, I saw that the knife was sitting above his head. It would be kind of 

9 close to where his right hand was against - it was almost like against the wall of it 

10 would be the east side of the bedroom. 

11 Okay. And so you just described how his right hand was kind of 

12 above his head as he laid on his back and the knife would have been a little bit farther 

13 east of where his hand was. 

14 VENTIMIGLIA: That’s correct. 

is And do you know if anybody -- did you pick - did anybody 

is recover that knife? 

i7 VENTIMIGLIA: I’m sure somebody did eventually, but 1 -- 

ib Did you or any of your officers recover that knife? 

I? VENTIMIGLIA: No, I specifically told them to leave it there. 

Okay. 

21 Hey, Sergeant. My name is Sergeant Got a few 

22 questions. Some of the questions may be similar to his, so I apologize. 

23 VENTIMIGLIA: No problem.

How many units were working the shift where this happened -- 
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i when it happened? 


2 VENTIMIGLIA: Assigned to patrol was myself and then three other officers, so a 

3 total of four one-man cars. 

Four-man -- one-man cars, including you? 

s VENTIMIGLIA: Yes. And the swap meet unit is assigned to the swap meet duty, 

s but there was two officers working in one unit there. 

And that was a two-man car? 

8 VENTIMIGLIA: That's correct. And they work from 9 a.m. to 1500 . 

Now, you heard a domestic violence in-progress call go out. 
io VENTIMIGLIA: That’s correct. 

Okay. Who had the handle on that? 

12 VENTIMIGLIA: I don’t know which officer was assigned the handle. I just -1 

13 knew that we were all going to end up going to that. 

Initially, was it two officers that handled the call? 

is VENTIMIGLIA: Well, the way we assign is whoever the first unit is that’s called 

io out, that’s the primary unit that’s going to handle the investigation, the paperwork and 

n anything else related to that, and then there’s a backing unit that was assigned. So 

is there were two units assigned initially, but there was one primary and one secondary, 

19 but I don’t know which units they were. 

And when a call goes out, is it given a number, the call? 

21 VENTIMIGLIA: Not over the air, but there is a specific call number. Every call 

22 has a specific number assigned to it, so when they input the -- when the desk officers 

23 input the information into the computer, there’s a tag number that’s attached to it. 

A tag number. Now, how many digits is that tag number? 
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1 VENTIMIGLIA: It's the date and then it’s usually dash and then there T s four 

2 numbers afterwards. And for the most part zero, zero, whatever the call for service 

3 number is for that day. 

4 And it’s the number of calls for that day? 

s VENTIMIGLIA: Yes. 

6 Got it. Now, when you arrived at the apartment building, you arrived 

7 in your SUV, right? 

s VENTIMIGLIA: Thafs correct. 

9 And you parked somewhere in the front and you saw, what I 

10 understand, other officers who are assigned the call? 

11 VENTIMIGLIA: That's correct. 

12 Do you know who those other officers are? 

13 VENTIMIGLIA: Yes, Officer Simonzad, Officer and Officer H were

is Okay. Now, when the landlord briefed you about this, what he

9 Okay. You did that? 

10 VENTIMIGLIA: Yes. 

11 Okay. Now, I know he may have asked you this, when you first 

12 made contact at the door of the apartment and the time that you actually made entry, 

13 what’s that timespan? 

14 VENTIMIGLIA: I -- and again, I’m going to estimate three to five minutes, but it 

is felt like an eternity. It felt like way too long because we knew what we had to do based 

is on the fact that we're not hearing this female screaming at all. So I’m going to estimate 

17 it was about three to five minutes, but it could have been longer than that. It's - when 

is you’re in a critical incident, time kind of has a funny way of kind of shifting on you a little 

19 bit. So that's the best estimate that I can give you. 

20 Now, from this interview, you told my partner that you're banging on 

21 the door, trying to make contact with . and he’s talking to you and what is he

| Okay. You turned to the landlord and you asked him a question 
about if there was in fact a female inside the apartment. 

VENTIMIGLIA: That's correct. I wanted to make sure that he knew --1 said, you 
know, you're sure you heard a female screaming and he said, yeah, she was screaming 
in there. She actually screamed like stop or don't at some point, 

^^^^B He said that he actually heard this screaming? 

VENTIMIGLIA: Yes. 

| Okay. I’m just asking a procedural question because I don’t know. 

VENTIMIGLIA: Sure. 

B When you have a barricaded suspect, San Fernando Police 
Department, what happens, what do you -- do you call a SWAT team or do you have a 
little SWAT team? What happens when you have a big operation? 

VENTIMIGLIA: If we have -- if we have the ability to wait, then we will get more 
resources and it it's a barricaded suspect that meets the criteria, then we’ll utilize SEB 
usually, which is the Sheriff’s SWAT team, to take care of something like that. Being 
the nature of what it was where, again, we have a female victim who's, you know, we 
know is at least the victim of an assault of some kind, we have to go at that point. You 
know, the saying kind is you got what you got, go deal with it. 

| Did it give you a concern or not that you couldn't hear the female’s

VENTIMIGLIA: Yeah, that was -- that was the most disconcerting thing about 
the whole thing. If the call would have just been, hey, this guy’s screaming in his 
apartment, he’s making noise or whatever and we didn’t have any information about the 
female being in there, we would have slowed it down a little bit, got some more 
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1 resources there and then maybe dealt with it a little bit differently. But because we 

2 have this female who's unaccounted for, we have somebody telling us, I heard her 

3 screaming, just a few minutes prior to our arrival, which caused him to summon us in 

4 the first place, now again, it’s a rescue operation, as far as I’m concerned. She’s either 

5 dead, she’s incapacitated, she’s maybe being held and she can’t talk, in need of 

e medical assistance. So our duty, our obligation, is to go in there and figure out what

24 VENTIMIGLIA: He might -- it might have been in between where -- kind of

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1 VENTIMIGLIA: It was in his right hand, but I don’t know if it was face up or it was 

2 face down. I just remember seeing it and thinking, oh, shit, that's a big knife. 


So you don’t know if was protruding out the top of his fist or the

s VENTIMIGLIA: That’s correct. 

Okay. And, I'm sorry, what’s the distance between you and him? 

7 VENTIMIGLIA: About ten to 12 feet, I would estimate. 

_ And what is he saying when you see him? 

9 VENTIMIGLIA: It was the same stuff he had been yelling, you know, fuck you, I’ll 

io kill you guys, it was something to that effect. 


What was the - could you see what - any facial expressions he’s 


12 making? 


13 VENTIMIGLIA: He looked very angry. He looked agitated, so he didn't look like, 

14 oh, hey, I'm surprised to see you guys. He had an agitated look on his face as if he 
is wanted to engage us. 

At that point, do you recall what he was wearing? 
i7 VENTIMIGLIA: No, I know he had a T-shirt on, but that’s about all I can recall. 

Okay. And then you said you had training in an armed knife 

19 encounters, you have training in that? 

20 VENTIMIGLIA: Yes. 

And what type of training have you had? 

22 VENTIMIGLIA: We’ve have -- we have a simulator that comes around here 

23 every now and again that -- one of our officers is a DMV investigator full-time. He’s a 

24 reserve officer and he’s brought it here. There’s simulators that simulate situations 
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where basically you're using a gun with like a laser beam on it and it will register with 
the program when you actually engage. There's been several scenarios on that where 
somebody will be standing there complaint, draw a knife real quick and take a run at 
you and if you don't react quick enough, you die in the simulation. 

Okay. 

VENTIMIGLIA: So there’s that. I’ve also seen multiple stab wounds in my time 
out there as an officer. I've been at murder scenes where I’ve seen the damage that 
even just a small locking blade knife can do. So I knew that based on the size of the 
knife that he had, that any one, any one slash from that could be fatal. 

Now, when he had the knife in his hand and he’s moving closer to 
you, how did that make you feel? 

VENTIMIGLIA: It made me feel like if I don’t react to this immediately, either I’m 
going to -- I'm going to get stabbed and die or one of my officers is going to get stabbed 
and die. I knew that somebody would be badiy hurt if I didn’t immediately engage him 
with lethal force. 


| Okay. Now, you described that you shoot your gun a female comes 
out of the bathroom. 

VENTIMIGLIA: That’s correct. 

Okay. So where’s the bathroom at in this apartment?

e VENTIMIGLIA: In the opening to the bathroom. It might have been in the 

7 doorway. And I remember hearing water running. 

B Okay. Her hair wet or anything? 

9 VENTIMIGLIA: It probably was, but I don’t recall specifically. 

10 Okay. Does once the shots are fired, does he fall back, like 

11 take a few steps back or does he drop where he was standing at? 

12 VENTIMIGLIA: He kind of fell and turned to -- basically like his right shoulder 

13 would have swung forward and his left shoulder would have swung backwards and he

The body weighs 230 pounds, measures 68 inches 
and is obese. There are a few abrasions and bruises on the 
body. Please see Form #20 and autopsy photographs. Several 
tattoos are noted. Please see autopsy photographs. The head is 
normocephalic and covered by gray hair. There is no balding. 
Moustache is present. Beard is absent. Examination of the eyes 
reveal irides that appear to be brown in color and sclerae that 
are white. There are no petechial hemorrhages. Upper and lower 
teeth are present. The neck is unremarkable. There is no chest 
deformity. The abdomen is obese. The genitalia are without 
trauma.

The body cavities were entered through the standard coronal and 
standard Y-shaped incisions, Additional incisions are made in 
the back and right hip in order to recover projectiles. 


NECK: 

The neck organs were removed en bloc with the tongue. There 
were no injuries to the lips or oral mucosa. There was no edema 
of the larynx. Both hyoid bone and larynx are intact and 
without fractures. There is no hemorrhage in the neck muscles 
or thyroid. The tongue when sectioned shows no trauma. 


CHEST/ABDOMINAL CAVITY:

The subcutaneous fat of 
the abdominal wall measures 2 inches. The organs of the 
abdominal cavity have a normal arrangement.

Defibrillator pads were placed on chest, 
CPR was started, an IV was established, and 1 round of epinephrine was administered however 
when transport was begun the decedent was asystole and remained that way throughout 
transport. His death was pronounced one minute after arrival at 1159 hours by Dr. 

Sgt HHB reports that San Fernando police received a call for a female screaming for help 
at residence. Police responded to an apartment at the above-mentioned location and attempted 
to enter with a key provided by the manager but were unable later discovering that the decedent 
had rigged the door to prevent entry, They could hear the decedent inside yelling Tuck Off. 

The incident was recorded on a hallway surveillance camera and one of the Officer's cell phones 
that was given to the apartment manager as San Fernando police officer are not equip with body 
cameras. Eventually, they entered with an aid of a ram and observed the decedent wielding a 
knrfe. At approximately 1120 hours 3 shooters Fired 6 rounds at the decedent using ,45-caliber 
handguns. Three expended bullets were later recovered from the scene. Decedent has a 
reported history of bipolar disorder. 

Scene Description: 

The decedent expired at a hospital therefore a scene visit was not conducted by coroner 
personnel.
